FROM THOS A. NABERS 


■ Somewhere in France, Aug. 
1918. Dear Parents and Sister:—- 
Three or four letters in one will be 
permissable will it not? 
1 receiv­ 
ed a letter from Mother and L. 
D. yesterday, dated July lilZn« 1 and 
-it found me in very good health, 
although not at work. 1 wrote you 
several days ago about lily having 
taken it tumble off a pole and hurt­ 
ing my arm slightly. 
Well that 
has passed away and 1 atn feeling 
very well today. 
We are having some mean, clou­ 
dy weather, 4‘but not had" wea­ 
ther. I hope it will stay cloudy, 
" ut does not rain for we do not 
need rain, hut we can use the clou­ 
dy weather to a very good advan­ 
tage, for the bird men can not do 
so much toward handing us a few 
(and maybe more than a few 
ones. 
You asked in your last letter if 
I had seen any bf the war 
not to compare with some of the 
boys, but I know one thing sure, 


there is a war going on and you 
can guess for yourselves just how 
bad it is, and when I return I will 
tell you some more. I walked over 
the battle field in the (censored) 
and there was lots to be seen. 
This was just east of — —. There 
is a small village on the hank of 
t h e 
where tho Hun hirdman 
Visted for some time after they 
Were driven out of that part and 
every time they would fly over, 
there Were a few who Would beat 
it out of the old houses for the 
wheat fields. Ami let me tell you 
I atrt well acquainted with some 
of the boys and 1 am sure you 
know one. 
1 have seen lots of 
dead on tho fields and it is not a 
pleasing feeling either. I can hear 
some log guns now and if it is 
clear tonight I expect the bird- 
nian to visit us 
so lets hope it is 
cloudy. 
You have heard of the “ coot­ 
ies" and “ seam squirrels’' by now 
and how bad they arc over here. 
Well, I don’t know just how bad 
they are in the trenches, but 1 do 
know that I have never seen one 
as yet. 
However, tin* doughboys 
say they sure are in the trench­ 
es. 
I hope I never come in con­ 
tact with them for I know they are 


As for chow we sure do feed 
good here. 
1 have heard old sol­ 
diers say they never knew of as 
good and as much as we are get­ 
ting at present. There sure is some 
system to this war. 
Father, they 
handle soldiers and munitions by 
the schedule .iust the same as a 
railroad would handle a train. The 
dispatcher lays it out in writing 
just what he wants his train to do 
and so do the Generals of the Yan­ 
kee Army and there is no falter. 
Each soldier before he goes into a 
great cattle has a chart showing 
his objectives. In one case where 
there waft a good sized town to be 
taken each man had n picture of 
j the house ami cave he was to 
strike for and there was nothing 
left undone. 1 have always feared 
a great trap fixed by the Boche 
’for the Yankee ami I was talking 
to a doughboy one morning who 
had only been back from the front 
two hours and I asked him if he 
| was not afraid of something like a 
| trap fijcod for them iu those small 
towms they captured. 
His reply 
iwas, “ they can’t do it, for it is all 
like that out there you see and we 
fool them about these towns. We 


work them over good before we 
go in. “ He meant they fought 
from all sides first and then filled 
her up with high explosives and 
if there were anything in there 
thut were still alive after the hea- 
vy guns had been pounding for 
several hours sometimes, the high 
explosives would shake them off. 
Most of the company is out at 
work today and when they return 
this evening I will hear something 
of what is going oil 
closer up. 
Something is catching fits today 
and 1 hope it is the Hoehe. 
You asked about 
the 
roads. 
They áre holding up the best you 
ever saw and we admiro them 
more and more each time we travel 
them, 
As for the roads, 
there 
never could have been a more suit­ 
able place for a war like this. 
There are no roads in the States 
and I don’t car«* where you pick 
that would stand up under the 
strain these roads have been un­ 
der for the past four years. 
What do you 
people
